Dear  Sir, — •  In  accordance  with  section  24  of  the 
Revised  Ordinances  of  1925,  the  annual  report  of  the 
Public  Buildings  Department  for  the  year  enc^ng 
December  31,  1947,  is  herewith  submitted. 

This  department  has  the  care  and  custody  of  City 
Hall,  City  Hall  Annex,  public  buildings  and  court- 
houses, buildings  used  for  municipal  offices  and  market 
purposes,  and  hired  buildings  or  parts  of  buildings  used 
for  county  purposes,  wardrooms,  armories,  etc.
